with proviſions, - and ſome men to aſſiſt him. 
The offer was accepted, but whilſt they were 
ſhifting - the proviſions, &c. on board theſe 
veſſels, an extraordinary ſtorm carried them 


away, and diſperſed the whole fleet. Lane and 


his companions: thus finding the hope of ſub- 
ſiſtence cut off, and not expecting any ſuccour 


ſpeedily from England, entreated Sir Francis to 


carry them home: to which he readily agreed. 
Theſe all embarking on board of Drake's veſſel, 


brought with them the famous Plant in queſtion 


to Great Britain. Thus ended for the preſent, 
an expedition which had promiſed much in the 
beginning, and which ſome, perhaps, will think 
performed a great deal, when they underſtand
